On May16th 
it will put a new type of silk stock- 
ings on the market made from coal 
air and water which jt is contend- 
ed will largely replace silk stock- 
ings. It is claimed that these 
“nylon” stockings are identical 
with silk hos, and ‘are run-resist- 
ant and will wear much longer 
than ordinary silk. 

The four regional research lab- 
oratories erected by the United 
States Governmen,” wil!’ be in ‘op- 
eration, this year. ‘They are 
dedicated to finding new industrial 
uses for farm products’ and the 
government is expending $4,000,000 
annually for their upkeep. 

Mr. Lamont sad that the North- 
West line Elevators’ Association 
wilt make ‘further representations 
to the Dominion Government for 
the appropriation of funds for the 
establishment of a Western Divi- 
slon of the Nationa Research dur- 
ing the coming sessfon ‘of Paria- 
ment.

cal aspects of the Allied 
“blockade” of Germany, 


—_—_—_—— 


A blockade is, strictly and tech- 
nically, the shutting or blocking 
of a particular place, or of a whole 
frontier, in order to stop ingress 
and egress in time of war. 

A naval bbockade is the block- 
ing and besetting by ships of a 
harbour or whole coast; and, if 
it ig to be rea!, and not a “paper 
blockade” the ships must be act- 
tualy there. 

In the strict sense of the term, 
no naval blockade of Germany has 
been proclaimed. In actual fact 
two sets of measures have been 
taken by Great Britain—one for 
restricting the ingress of commo- 
dities into Germany, and the other 
for preventing the egress of com- 
modities from Germany——which ap- 
proximate to the nature of a 
blockade, 

It is important to notice, before 
we consider these measures, what 
have been, and are, the measures 
taken by Germany, which the 
British measures are designed to 
answer and counter-act. 

The German measures which -be- 
gan to be taken immediately on 
the outbreak of war, from Sept- 


e, mine, and, 
acroplane, on shipping (British 
French: and te to 
and. from British ports, 
view 10 preventing ingress and oe 
ress, 


ures, in the sense that they were 
undertaken, from their very nature 
without any preliminary examina~ 
ion of the character or cargoes of 
the vessels attacked: they were 
also indiscriminate, in a deeper 
and far more tragic sense, in that 
they necessarily resulted, again 
from their very natue, not only fn 
the destucifon of ships as well as 
of their cargoes, but also in the 
destruction of life. 


jThe British counter-measufres, 
whatever economic loss they may 
have inflicted, have been doubly 
discriminate. 

They have been undertaken onty 
after preliminary Invertigation of 
the character and cargoes of the 
vessels against which they have 
directed, They have not resulted 
in the destruction of ships, and 
still less in the destruction of life, 

Whatever the proportion of the 
economic loss caused to neutrale 
by the British measures in comp- 
arison with that caused them by 
German measures, that is a vast 
and total disproport#on in the loss 
of life caused by the one set of 
measures in comparison with that 
caused by the other. 

CARGOES FOR GERMANY 


The first set of measures taken 
by Great Britain was directed to 
restricting the ingress of commo- 
dities into Germany. 

This took the form, usual in

For brunette 
subjects, pick a light-toned back- 
ground; for blonde subjects, either 
dark or light will do, 

If you have a focusing camera with 
fast lens, background pattern can 
be diffused and subdued in many 
cases. Simply moye the subject as 
far from the background as is prac- 
tical, and use a large lens opening. 
The background will then be out of 
focus and less obtrusive, 

In selecting subject-matter for a 
picture, include only those things 
which are needed to tell the story. 
The more details you include, the 
more complex the picture becomes 
—and simplicity may be lost. 

Of course, in many cases you can: 
not simplify the subject-matter or 
obtain an ideal background, Then’ 
take the subject as it is, rather than 
miss a go0d opportnalty, . But, when- 
ever possible, aim for a simple 
rangement and appropriate. setting. 
Such éffort Jeads'to finer pictures...

The seizure of articles of abso- 
lute or conditional contraband. in- 
volves search of. ships and their 
cargoes such search involves de- 
lay (which in some cases may be 
considerable): .and the delay of 
ships ig a costly business for their 
owners, In that way, and for that 
reason, the British system of 
searching neutral ships for the 
contraband hag caused trouble for 
neutrals, 


O n the other hand Great Britain 
has introduced, by a decision made 
On November 22 a.modification of 
her system of contraband control 
which is intended to expedite the 
passage of cargoes on neutral 
ships, She hag instituted certifi- 
cates, or (as they may be called) 
commercial passports, which may 
be obtained by a neutral firm of 
shippers from the British Embassy 
in the country from which a cargo 
is shipped, and which have the 
effect of reducing to a minimuni, 
when, they are given, the delay 
and the consequent cost involved 
in contraband control. 

EXPORTS STOPPED 

The second set of measures tak- 
en by Great Britain has been 
directed to preventing the egress 
of German exports and the conse- 
quent sttrengthening of German 
resources by the payment made for 
those exports. 

These measures were taken, at 
the end of November, in answer to 
an extension of the methods of 
German naval warfare which in- 
volved the use of floating and un- 
anchored mines‘ dangerous alike to 
neutral and British shipping. 

The answer made is to declare 
that exports of German origin or 
ownership are subject to seizure 
on the high seas, in the same way 
a8 Imports which constitute contr’ « 
band of war, 

In the application of this mea- 
sure, and for dealings with any 
disputes about actual Origin; or 
Ownership of commodities, an 
Enemy Exports Committee’ has been 
appointed, under the presidency of 
one of the highest British jubges, 

But the measures certainly af- 
fects neutral shipping adversely, 
and diminishes the profit which 
such shipping might make in carry- 
ing cargoes of German origin or 
Ownership, and it a'so prevents 
neutral countries from importing 
German commodities which they 
may wish to purchase, It has 
accordingly caused condeirn. in 
neutral countries, and has. led to 
protests from the Governments of 
Denmark, Holland and Belgium, 
and also Tecan. On the othe: hand, 
Germany has complained that 
neutral countries, and. especially 
Holland, have not taken active 
steps in Teply, such ag aiming 
merchant ships or organizing sham 
in conyoys,.
